The annual report of the ComnoJa- 


•icmer of Internal Bevemie sho-wa the 
total receipts from internal taxation for 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1885, wero 
§112,421,121, as compared with $121,- 
590,039 for the previous year. It was 
estimated that the receipts for the fiscal 
year would be ahout $115,000,000, and 
that they fell over $2,000,000 short of 
the estimate, resulting from the seven 
months' extension allowed for the ex- 
portation of distilled sp'rits in bond, on 
•which the tax was due. There are now 
About 7,000,000 gallons of distilled 
spirits abroad, which, to find a market, 
will have to be reimported. This, with 
more than 10,000,000 galloas that had 
on June 30th last been in bond for three 
jearn or longer, nndei the seven months' 
extension, afforded ample margin for as- 
suming that the receipts for the current 
fiscal year would aggregate at least 
$llt>,000,000. A table giving the re< 
oeipts during the lant two fiscal years 
shows that there was a decrease of $f 
394,177 in the collections on spirits, and 
an increase of $145,827 on fermented 
liquors, and also an increase of $24,588 
from banks and bankers. The total de- 
crease was $9,168,919. 


Tho largest collections were made in 


Illinois, amounting 
to 
$23,075,865; 


Kentucky 
second", $14,842,475; New 


York third, with $13,823,045; Ohio 
fourth, witb §12,565,516; Pennsylvania 
fifth, -with $7,371,200; Missouri sixth, 
with $6,376,165, and ludiana seventh, 
$4,031,866. Tbo Bmftllent collection v?as 
made in Vermont, amounting to $29,890. 
The totul receipts for the fiist quarter of 
the present fiscal year were $28,670,74.9, 
being an inciease of $23,8G6 over the 
collections during the corresponding 
period of the previous fiscal year. 


The cost of collection for the present 


fiscal year wan $4,455,430, against $5,- 
OQ6.9U for the previous fiscal year. 
Total expenses of the service dming the 
past pciir were about 3 9 per cent, of 
the amount collected. Six hundred and 
twenty-four violations of the Internal 
Bevenue laws have been reported by 
Beyenue Agents during the year and 
245 persons have been arrested on their 
information. Property to the value of 
$171,052 has been reported for seizure 
and $52,869 for assessments for unpaid 
taxus and penalties. Th« CommiBBiouer 
recommends an increase in the number 
of Bevenue Agents.

CoinmUsioner Sparhs has recently 


made a ruling which is probably destin- 
ed to have an important influence upon 
the course of transactions in public 
lands. He has decided in substance, that 
commutation of homestead is ir> effect 
and law tho turning of entry into pre- 
emption, and as such, ia illegal when 
the claimant has had previously the 
benefit of tbe pre-emption law. Since 
tha passage of the homestead law it has 
become almost tbe universal practice for 
settlers to secure claims under both that 
and the pre-emption law, in addition to 
which they have usually taken the ben- 
efit of the timber culture luw, thus ag- 
gregating under the three laws a maxi- 
mum estate of 480 acres to each settler. 
It ban teen customary to take up n pre- 
emption and a "tree cUim" ntonce, arid 
alter the lapse of the shortest necessary 
interval to mortgage the formur for 
enough to pay the Government the 
price of it, when, having secured a title, 
the seller was at liberty to move awny 
and take the benefit of the homestead 
law. Tnis ruling of the Commissioner 
is calculated to put »ii end to this prac- 
tice. It leaves the settler Mill the right 
to secure either pre-emption or home- 
stead, in addition to his "tree claim," 
and as far as the ruling itself goes, it 
leaves him the right to secure a pre- 
emption claim in the usual way and 
then secure a homestead by living upon 
the laud five years. But the latter right 
General Sparks does not concede. 


It has been stated that he has made a 


ruling to the effect that no person is en- 
titled to the benefits of .both the pre- 
emption on the homestead laws. This 
is incorrect, no such ruling having been 
made. There is reason to believe, how- 
ever, that when this question comes be- 
fore him in a way to demand a formal 
ruling on the subject he will hold that 
ia passing the Homestead law, Congress 
intended only to give a choice to settlers 
of limited means by offering them a 
.method of obtaining 160 acres of land 
without other outlay than the payment 
of tho customary fees in place of pur- 
chasing under the Pre-emption law. 
Such a ruling, he says, would be concur- 
rence with the views which have inspir- 
ed the movement in Congress to repeal 
the Pre-emption law outright and should 
the Timber Culture law be repealed, 
would hava the effect of restricting the 
area obtainable by a single claimant to 
cue quarter section. General Sparks 
holds that the two laws, Homestead and 
Pre-emption, standing together'and in- 
terpreted as they have heretofoie been, 
offer a temptation to fraud and place a 
premium upon it. The hope of securing 
a second claim is held out by one law as 
an inducement to make the settlement 
and improvements upon the first claims 
of the most temporary, inexpensive 
character, simply designed to make a 
false show of good faith and to "swear 
by" as immediately after the final proof 
or commutation, as the case may be, 
they are abandoned and another resi- 
dence established upon claim No. 2. 


General Sparks holds that if Con- 


gress designed to give the same settler 
the benefit of both laws, it would have 
imposed upon him requirements to es- 
tablish a temporary home ia one place 
only, to be abandoned for another 
"within a few months. 
Should the 


idling indicated as probable ever be 
made, that ahesdy made prohibiting the 
commutation of homestead claims by 
p«rnoas who have previously been pre- 
atntora will still, he believea, have an 
important result, in preventing, to a 
considerable extent, the speculation in 
claims. Obligation to live five years 
apon a claim is a test of good faith to 
which only actual farmers, who desire 
land for their own cultivation, will care 
to submit.

The total sum due for taxes in Storey 


county for the year 1885 foots up §137,-

one-half of the .delinquent list will be 
collected. Add to this sum $20,000, the 
amount collected annually for city and 
county license, and the entire revenue 
of the county from all sources for the 
year 1885, foots up $151,000. From

The disbursements by tbe County 


Treasurer for the past teu months show 
Ihiit tho overage monthly disbursements 
for its maintainance has been $13,500, 
or a total expenditure, of $162,000 for 
tho year 1885. 
A. portion of the above 


sum wan paid for tbe redemption of 
wuter and other bonds, only a few of 
which now remain to bs redeemed. By 
economy there will be sufficient revenue 
left to meet tho expenses of running the 
government ior tha year 1886. 


In 1887 the "new law goes into effect, 


which will materially reduce the cost, 
as a number of salaried officials will be 
dispensed with. This should result in 
reducing tho rate of taxation in that 
year to thiee per.ceut.

Senate. 


During a recess tho President wn« 


only able to suspend and not remove 
officers, and in ouso of suspension an- 
other appointment imu.fc bo muda to 
bold until the Senate met. lie believed 
the Pret-ident of the United States was 
acting in good faith, but had not investi- 
gated tbe law. 


The Secretary of the Treasury had 


bepn nothing but a banker all his life, 
aad believed in running the Government 
just as he wonld ruu a bank, nnd close a 
Mint as ho would discharge a bank 
clerk. 


General Clarke was applauded by the
